The reply filed on Oct 28, 1998 is not fiilly responsive to the prior Office action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s):In the last OflBce action, regarding the rejection based on 
each of Sun and Higuchi et al (5,702,31 1), four sentences were written. The first sentence states 
the rejection under 35 USC 102 (a) that "Inherent features of the reference golf balls are 
claimed". Since applicant's remarks filed Oct 28, 1998 do not "specifically" address the issue of 
"inherent" feature of the reference golf balls, their position on this rejection is incomplete, if not 
totally silent. Applicants have in effect responded only to the second and third sentences of the 
above noted four sentences. Applicants are reminded that they have the burden of showing that 
"inherence/' is not involved. See Ex parte Gray 10 USPO 2d 1922 . Seg 37 CFR 1,111. Since 
the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to 
supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
